the important Jink ‘in. the chain of communica: 
tion batween -Enropéan ports.and the Far East 
and.

Tta socurities, too, have become so ‘respected ft 
tho internatiotial niarkets—boing looked on ss 
one cfthehighestand most progressive secarities 
in the market that people generally may be 
rather ‘surprised to learn: that: its rights and 
privilegos are limited in time, ~ ; tat 
“°M, Ferdinand. de. Lesseps, the great French 
engincor, obtained his firat’'conceasion for thd 
-oonatruction of tha Canal acroas the Isthmus of 
‘Suez from Said. Pasha of Egypt on the 30th 
November, 1854, "On the 5th January -1895, a 
second concession was. obtained, and ia Docem- 
her, 1858, tho Suez Canal Company was register- 
od in, Paris with a capital of £8,000,000 sterling 
in 400,00) shares of £20ench,. Of thess 400,000 
shares 176.602 wore subscribed for by the Khedirs, 
aud it may ba remarked {a passing that it was 
those shares (whoxe coupons for many years ho 
beeu.disposed of by the then ruler of Egypt): 
which were purchased by thé late Lord Beacons- 
field for the account of England—a purchaso 
which has’ prored so immensely remunerstive 
aninrostment, For not only have we made o 
yory large monotary. profit out of the transac- 
tion, but we have-as n nation obtained a large 
share of the control of the Canal. ‘This is, of 
course, important to us in viow of the immense 
prepondorance of British tonnage using ‘tho 
Canal, : But at the same time—in :view of the 
ridicule which we threw ipon the project in the 
esrly days and the opposition which we put for- 
word to resist M. de Ledseps- throughont his 
work—our position is good beyond our dessorts. 

In spite sf British. opposition the Canal was 
opened for traffic on the 17th November, 1869, 
about fen years ond o half after the cutting of 
the first sod. In tho forty years which havo 
elapsed since the actual opening of the Canal 
an-enormons amount of work has been carried 
out in. order to inordasa the facilitios which it 
affords. for chipping and to suit it for coping 
with the vastly increased dimensions of modera’ 
ships. During the firatisix yoors of its oxiatence, 
for oxample,-its depth was but 26ft. din. ond ita 
bottom width only 72ft. throughout its entire 
length, Tho Canal has not, of course, conveni- 
ences for the meeting of large ships throughout 
its entire length, but, opportunity. for meeting 
is offered at intervals by tho provision of what 
are called ‘‘gares,” where yesscla can tie up 
while .othera pass them. At that time the 
geres woro ‘cach about’ 1,100 yards long and 
yore about 64 miles apart. By 1888 the depth 
hod been incrassed by 20° inches, though this 
increased depth did not extend to so great a 
width ax. befors.. Seven years later this depth 
was provided over a width of 108ft., and-the 
‘ouryes were considerably improved. . The in- 
troduction of the electric light at the samo 
enabling time increased the capacity ‘of the 
Canal by resstla to navigate it at night. : 

Wo need not go into details as to the date. at 

which the various improvements. were carricd 
out, but wa. may simply say that. on ‘the: Ist 
January, 1908, a depth of 28 feet was reached, 
whilst not only have gares larger than those 
originally provided been constracted but the, 
intervals between them are being reduced to 
about throo miles instead of. the original six. 
A great deal of- work is still in progréss and 
under contemplation, it being the intention to 
deepen further the Canal, to increazo the width 
to 128 foot. and still farther to modify the 
onrver,. “All- this work is being. done 
out of the earnings of the andertaking, and 
they are obviously developments which not only 
improve its faoilities’ for dealing . with the 
rexont trafic but. sloe. deed tu: mieryasy 
javgely *its permauent’ value.
